It ts not th e first time the balloon 
trick has been tried on the pole, bat 
the oue previous attempt was ma<fes 
many y ears ago. f>eforp the modern 
Improvements in airrfbips. Andree was 
the oue who conducted that ex peri­ 
ment. and.

Many Safety Appliances Provided. 


Many other sa fety appliances have 
been provided. 
An ex tra set of steer­ 
ing and propelling apparatus will be 
taken aloug in case of breakage. 
If 
one of the large motors becomes dis­ 
abled the other can l>e put Into use. 
In case the worst happens and the 
balloou 
for 
any 
unforeseen 
reason 
should t>eeome useless a set of sledges 
or skees have l**en constructed and will 
be taken alward the balloon. 
These 
sledges are provided with motors, or 
‘‘mechanical dogs." as Wellman calls 
them, and with them rapid progress 
can be made over the tee and snow. 
Tbe balloon is so strongly constructed, 
however, that it seems almost Impos­ 
sible that any accident sbonld befall 
•ufflcleut to disable it. 
Tbe one da n­ 
ger Is a snowstorm, under the weight 
of which tfic great machine would be 
helpless 
Fortunately polar snows In 
Juiy and August, during one of which 
months the journey Is to be made, are 
rare 
Enough gasoline and provisions will 


by lightning or h ave a tree f» !l on 
him oven in tbe temperate '¿ one. 
If the balloon should tumble into the 
opoa sea a metallic boat has been tak­ 
en along, which Wellman call« his “ re­ 
turn ticket." 
Before th e start is made the balloon 
is to be subjected to the most rigid 
tests. Trial voy ages will be made, and 
If the apparatus Is found in any way 
defective it will be remodeled or, if 
necessary , abandoned and 
a new bal­ 
loon constructed. 
Some such contin­ 
gency may delay th e trip for a year. 
If th e first effort to reach th e pole is 
not successful anoth er trial will be 
made a year later, and if th at fails still 
anoth er attem pt will result.
